FORMAL OPENING. 



InauKuratiou of Califoruia's Grand 
Midwinter Fair— San Francisco 
in Its Best Hood- 



Imposing: Procession — Tcllinfir Art- 
dresses — The Most Intense 
Enthnsiasm Manifested. 

S.\N Francisco, Jan. 27. — Governor 
Markbani having proclaimed to-day — that 
of the opening of the . International Mid> 
winter Exposition — a public holiday, buai- 

nesa throughout the State was sjapendocl, 
and thousands of people camo to tho city 
from tho interior antl other sections of the 
State. Oregon, Washington, Nevada, Ari- 
zona and British Columbia also contributed 
a large number of visitors. San Franoisco 
is on fete in honor of the great event, and 
tho buildings at the exposition grounds are 
gay with bunting, banners and flags. Tho 
enthusiasm of tho people was apparent 
cvoryv,-hcro, and along the line of march, 
tho houses were liberally and tastefully 
decorated. 

Tho procession, of which General John 
II. Dickinson, of tlio National Guards, was 
grand niarehiil, commenced to move at 10 
o'clock, and was larger and nioro represent- 
ative than any ever hold hero. Every 
society and club of importauce was out in 
force. The Native Sons were strongly rep- 
resented, and were prominent in the pjge- 
ant, while the Pioneers went their way 
along with the rest. Tho national state 
troops, interspersed hero and there in the 
procession, made a splendid showing. 
The Native DdUghters of tho (iolden West, 
Veterans of tho Mexican, war. Grand 
Army men, tho naval battalion, and repre- 
sentatives of all tho cnncosaions to tho cx- 
positi'^n, were aleo in line. The rear of the 
procession was brought up by carrioges con- 
taining Director-General du Voung and 
other ntEcials of the exposition, Governor 
Markham and other state officers, Mayor 
Ellert and municipal officers, General Bu^- 
er, commanding the department of the Paci- 
fic, Commandant Howison of Mare Island 
navy yard, the various foreign, state and 
county commiesioners of the exposition, and 
mauy others. 

Tho scone at tho gates of tho exposition 
was one long to bo remombered. Tho 
crowil". fcceined to bo in feverish haste to get 
in, and rurhed for tho grand stands where 
the corernouiea wore to take place. These, 
acoonimodating 7,000 people, were occiipioil 
in an incredibly short space of time. The 
Midwinter Fair band and three other bands 
wore in attendance, and put tho spectators 
in good humor by rendering several patriotic 
selections before the opening exercises com- 
menced. 

The first speaker was James D. PheUn, 
president of the day, who congratulated tho 
pconle of San Francisco and California on 
wU.>v' h'ad thus far been done and what 
would yet be accomplished. He was follow- 
ed by Bishop Wm. F. Nichols, who offered 
prayer, the vast oonoourae remainini; silent 
until he had oonoluded. Then came the 
chorus "America" rendered by three hun- 
dred voices, the audienc,j joining in the 
singing. 

Governor Markham came fcvrward and 
spoke as follows : " Mr. President, ladies 
and gentlemen — I am very pleased with the 
pleasant task that has been assigned to me 
of extending words of welcome to tho 
thousands assembled here to day ami to 
many thousands yet to come to our state 
during ihe progress of the fair. Would 
that 1 had at my command fitting words 
that would convey to the strangers in our 
mid&t the depth and warmth of feeling of 
the poopln of our State toward them and 
our appreciation of tlieir presence here In 
connection with this exposition. Though 
I may not adctiualcly express myself on this 
point, I may with just pride bo permitted 
to say that the words California and hospi- 
tality are synonymous. No stati;, no peo- 
ple aro Bi) jnodigal in their hospitality as 
ours ; and knowing them as I do I bid you 
welcome ; in perfect conlidcnco I extend to 
uU, and especially those from foreign lands, 
a cordial welcome, a hearty greeting, and 
the freedom of our entire State." 

M. H. de Young, director-general of tho 
exposition, gave a brief sketch of the origin 
and commencement of the movement which 
led to the exposition, and paid a compliment 
to the people who had made it possible by 
their donations, and predicted anccesa for 
the enterprise. 

At the conclusion of his remarltB the Di- 
rector-General declared the exposition open, 
and Mrs. do Young pressed the button 
which Eot the machinery of the exposition in 
motion, and the shouts of the great gather- 
ing, tho waving of thousands of flags and 
banners, tho salutes of the great guns of 
the battery of artillery and tho playing 
of "'J'he Star Spanglcd I'anner" by live 
bands. Tho vast audience, which was wild- 
ly enthusiastic, gave vent to its feelings iu 
cheer after year. Such a scene has never 
before been witnessed in (iolden Gate park, 
and it was some time before C|iiiet was re- 
stored for the concluding exercises. 

General W, H. I., liirnes, tho orator of 
tho day, wan the next speaker, Iho subject 
of his address being the general benefits and 
permanent results of the Midwinter ICxposi- 
tinn. 1"ho exercises concluded with the 
"lied, White and Blue" and "Columbia," 
played by all the bands and aung by the 
grand chorus, after which tho crowd scat- 
tered all over tho grounds. 

Tho heavy rains of January proved a sori- 
ous detriment to tho reception and installa- 
tion of exhibits, but now that tho sun shines 
upon tho elTorts of tho exhibitors every en- 
ergy has been redoubled, and tho result is 
that the lotter days of preporation worked 
a most remarkable transformation. The 
Exposition has opened in a much mora com- 
plete state than has any previous industrial 
display. All the main .buildings are com- 
pleted, and the exhibits . nob yet jDstalled 
constitute a very small minority of the 
whole. All the roads and walks, which 
were in auob bad oondltlon on aooonnt of 
rains and heavy teaming, have been maoad- 
amized and placed in a aatisfaototy obndi. 
tion. Tho grand court, upon whioh' all the 
main buildings face, contains a profusion of 
palms, flowers and shrubs, around whioh 
has boon laid a cement walk fifteen feet 
wido. Tho entire distunoo around tho 
court ia about threo-fjuarters of a milo. In 
the centre rises a groat oloctrlo lowor to a 
height of 272 feet, whioh, when ablaze with 
thousands of electric lights, will present a 
scene of beauty which will be a treat iu it- 
aelf. 



THE KHEDIVE'S CROW. 

He DemonstratcB His Attacbinent to the Bri- 
tish Army and ExpreBses His 
Hccreta. 

Cairo, Jan, 21, — Tlie T^gyptian Govern- 
ment has bent tho following communication 
to the Associated Press : "The KhadlTB has 
been painfully surprised and affected at ru- 
mors spread on tho pubjoct of his sentiments 
regarding tho army. The Khedive reserves 
to himself the right to establish the facts 
later; bat, haviog.at heart to dispel these 
rumors without delay and manifest publicly 
his attachment to the army, he now ex- 
preaaes in a general order his entire aatisfao- 
tiott with the native and British offieers and 
recognizes tho servicea rendered by the Bri- 
tish ofEcera. In regard to the Miaiater of 
War, Maher Paeha, the Khedive consents 
to his transfer as aoon as the Government 
can offer uB equivalent to this High offioial, 
who also has an honorable record of ssrvioe." 
Thus Lord Cromer has triumphed and the 
Khedive bows once more to the dictation of 
Gogland.

CABLE LETTER. 



They Spread Bnin and Destrnction 
All Uver an Important Coal 
Miningr Section. 



Purijuert by the Peaceable Popnlatiou 
They Eudeavor to Escape- 
Some Captnred. 

liliiniiKvii.u:, Jan. 27" — Tho rioters — 
Hungarians, Slavs, Poles and other foreign- 
ers— who thronged this townto-day, spread- 
ing ruin and destruction in their path, have 
disappeared; but there is no tolling 
when they will return. Tho citizens are still 
in a state of terror; armed men stand guard 
on the street ooruera and challeuge all 
comers.' The ruins of the Sohulte coal tip- 
ple, which was tired, is still smoking, and 
crowds of indignant spootators stand around 
discussing what is to bo done. Tho rioters 
seem to have had systematic operations. 
They started in about noon, in tho Toms 
Run district, where are located tho Pitta- 
burg ITuel Company's mines. At most of 
these places tho tracks were torn up, the 
mules were turned loose ; hundreds of 
loaded coal oars were dumped and the 
wheels brukon off, 80 as to make the job 
nipleto. Sections of the tipples were also 
torn down. 

The band then proceeded down Tom's 
Run and across the hills to Bridgevilie. 
They passed through the main streets to- 
ward the A. J. Schulte coal mines. As they 
passed C, P. Mayer's general score here they 
mado an onslaught on his place, smashing 
tho front windows. The occupants all lied 
from the house in terror, thinking the pur- 
pose of tho mob was to burn them up, 15ut 
all they wanted was several cases of pick- 
handles that stood within. Boisterous 
clamor announced tho satisfaction of the 
rioters as they discovered them. They 
went straight to tho Sohulte tipple, which 
extended from the hillside out over the Pan- 
handle railroad tracks. There were several 
tipple men present at the timo, but they 
all Qed except Dick Layton, the 
woightmaster. He made a bravo stand 
as the horde of foreigners approached. 
An attempt was made to address them 
wliich only called for terrible threats. Pick- 
handlea were wildly brandiahed and several 
weapons were levelled at Layton, At the 
demonstration he, too, fled up tho hill, 
while the rioters aorambled to the tipple. 
A dozen matches where applied to the tipi)le 
structure and it was soon a maas of fl imc. 
In a momsnt the entire oommuniiy was 
abroad at the scene of the fire. The rioterH 
lied over the hills. 

Bravo hands set to work to save the works 
but nothing could be done. Tho big tipple 
valued at $5,000 was doomed. A railroad 
train whioh wad blocked by the fliuies, was 
hitched to tho structure and it was hauled 
to the ground. Twelve telegraph wires 
were broken and the railroad was so covered 
with debris that all the trains wero delayed. 
The wrcekingcrow wassummoned from Mans- 
field and the great mass of burning timber 
twisted rails and iron wero removed from 
tho tracks. Fifteen hundred people sur- 
rounded tho scene amid tho utmost excite- 
ment there occurred an incident that 
eclipsed oven the disaster. A man's voice 
rang out through tho silent air. All faces 
were turned to see where it was. On a 
freight car a few paces from tho burning 
tipple stood C. P. Mayor, one of 
the leading business men of Bridgevilie. 
It was his store which had been invaded 
by tho robbers. In words trembling with 
ferver he pleaded with hia fellow-citizens to 
avenge the wrong just committed iu their 
midst. The sentiment was greeted with 
cheers, aud within ten minutes a band of 
twenty armed men had gone in pursuit of 
the fleeing horde, which was on its way to- 
wards tho Painters' Run district. 

In this district aro tho Panhandle Coal 
company's mine, the Easor Coul company's 
and Bodling'a mines. The mob had tho 
start on its pursuers, and while the latter 
wore crossing Bower hill they saw the Pan- 
handle Goal company's tipple in flames. An 
LiBSBult WB8 made on the supply store of the 
Bedliog hamlet, where, it is reported, a 
fight occurred in whioh one man was killed. 

As the rioters appeared on Bower Hill 
they came face to face with the band of 
armed oitizana. Seeing thorn tho rioters 
started to run like frightened aheep. Tho 
demand to surrender was unheeded. Some 
of the cilizena raised their guns and were 
about to charge when they heard 
tho orders of their captain " eapturn 
them 1 but for God's sake don't shoot I" 
Aud then began a uiad chaae. For about tour 
miles the flight was kept up, tho horde head- 
ing toward Heidelburg, where moat of them 
live. Just as they entered tho town they 
wero overtaken and sixteen of them cap- 
tured.

London, Jan. 27.— The report of tho 
Royal Labor commission which is about to 
be presented to Parliament is in favor of 

maintaining the principles of self-help and 
non-interferenco by tho state. It recom- 
mends the voluntary priuoiple in matters of 

AIU'.ITUATIOX AND COKCIl.IATION 

and opposes entrusting special tribunals 
with legal powers to enforce deoisiona. lb 
says that trade disputes should be left as far 

aa possible to voluntary modes of settle- 
ment and suggests that no extension of the 
present powers of incorporation bo. allowed 
to Trades Unions, us these powers will en- 
able workingmen to combiue under agree- 
ments, legally enforcible ou matters con- 
nected with their common industrial interests. 
Tho commission ia against the universal 
eight hour day, and advlEes that tho regula- 
tion of working hours of adults bo left to 
voluntary iirrangement. A small minority 
of the oomniisaion, led by Tom Mann, pro- 
poses to fix tho eight hour day by act of 
Parliament. Tho Parliamentary Labor 
party will not relish tho report, and the So- 

ialists will howl when they ascertain its 
tendency. Lord Shand has been appointed 

hairman of the Miners' Conciliatory Board. 
ITo is a Scotch judge, of high repute for 
shrewdness and importiality. The Board 
consists of fourteen members of each side, 
the chairman casting the decisive vote. The 
Board will practically fix prices in tho coal 
trade during its existence. 

TIIH KIIHDIVK's I'OSITIO.V rKKILOUS. 

Opiuion at tho Foreign Office points to 
the early deposition of tho Khedive and the 
succession of his brother, Prince Meheniet 
AH. Lord Cromer obtained the submission 
of the Khedive, and the retraction of his 
strictures upon British oflicers in Egypt, 
only after exercising strong pressure. 

Lord RoBobery, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, ia atill dissatisfied with the 
Khedive's hostility to Great Britain, and 
will raise the ijuostion of hia deposition for 
consideration in tho cabinet immediately 
after tho recess. The official opinion is that 
tho Khedivo will not cease intriguing 
againat the English regime, and will provide 
himself with an exclusively anti-British 
entourage. He has just decorated and 
rewarded the Chief ot the Ababdeh tribe, 
who was in 1888 condemned to death for 
treachery by an English military court. 
The Timoa Bays that the Khedive must be 
mado to understand that Egypt is not his 
plaything. Some of the evening dailies 
demand a firm policy in Egypt. 

FINANX'IAL JlATTiCn.S. 

As soon as the House of Commona re- 
asaemblea tho Gnvernment will bo ques- 
tioned as to their attitude toward the In- 
dian currency problem. Tho Statist pre- 
dicts that the Indian minta will bo opened 
before long to silver ooiuago. The commit- 
tee representing British interest in Atchi- 
son has sent a niomlier named Fleming to 
Now York to report on the state of Atohi- 
son's afl'airs. The committee will postpone 
final aotion until Mr. Fleming's return. 
OONOEBNIKG HOVALTY. 

There will be two Royal Drawing rooms 
in March. At tho first one the Queen will 
n ceive, attheseoond, I'rincesaChristian, The- 
Duchess of York would have officiated at one 
of the drawing rooms, had she not been pre- 
vented by domestic duties.

AN APPREGIATIVB VISITOR. 

It has always been our opinion thtkt Vic- 
toria as a seaport liaa a great future before 
it. It is the burbor of the Sound which is 
nearest to the ooean. It is easy of acccsa and 
has every aooommodation which ships re- 
quire. A little entorpriso would make it 
the best distributiof; centre on this sido of 
the continent. Wo find that a visitor to the 
coast, competent to form a sound opinion on 
the subjoot, has come to the same conelu- 
sion. The Toronto Umpire of the 19th 
contains the following editorial paragraph : 

An intelligent editorial article in Trans- 
port, an English review of railways and 
shipping, discusses the relative claims to 
future greatness of the twin ports of I'ugot 
Sound, Tacoma and Seattle. While both 
pcTts have groat expeatatious, and while the 
editor of Transport is evidently well 
posted on their jireaent development and 
prospects, and wishes to be impartial as be- 
tween them, he maintains that " it is to 
Victoria, however, that people must look for 
the great Paoitio port of the future north of 
San Franoisoo." 

We have not seen Transport, but «ro hope 
before very long to be able to reproduce its 
" intelligent editorial article " for the edifi 
oation of our readers. 



"4 NEW IMPERIAL HIUHWAY." 

British Columbia is in tlieee days being 
well advertised in many ways and in publi 
oitiona of all grades. Its last advertise 
ment — and it is an important one— is in the 
January number of the Westmiusier Re 
view in the shape of an article from the pen 
•of J. F. Hogan, M. P., and entitled 
New Imperial Highway." The now high 
way, which is considered of very great im 
portaocs, Is the line of steamships between 
the Dominioo of Canada and Austral 
This enterprise is described by Mr. Hogan 
as capable of conferring great benefits on 
the whole Empire. Ho aaya : 

Now that this direct, substantial and per- 
manent link of communication between 
Canada and Australia has been duly and 
suoceasfuUy inaugurated, and that 
mutually beneficial character, so far as these 
countries are concerned, and its far larger 
and wider possibilities of Imperial usefu" 
ness, are acknowledged aod endorsed 
l>y all who take a patriotic and 
intelligent interest in the progress 
and devolopmeut of Greater Britain, it 
seems atrango that we should have had to 
wait until this comparatively late period of 
the day for tbo creation of such a desirable 
and manifestly important channel of inter 
Imperial communication. But, as has so 
frctjuently to bo recorded of the inception of 
great and far-reaching enterprises, it was a 
case of the hour and the man. 

After giving Mr. James Huddart credit 
for his enterprise ond hia courage, the re 
viewer dwells at some length on the com 
mercial advantages to bo derived by both 
Canada and Australia from the establish- 
ment of the line. He notices favorably the 
mission of tbo Hon. Mr. BowoU to the 
AntlpodeSi and expects that it will bo fol- 
lowed by gratifying results. But the re- 
viewer ia chiefly impressed with the advan 
tages which the limpiro is to gain from tbo 
opening up cf this now highway : 

This enterprise, ho says, i" therefore 
easontially Imperial in its character, scope 
and operation, and very little pressure or 
argument should be neceaaary to induce the 
Imperial Government to extend to it all the 
official support and substantial recognition 
that it ia in their power to bestow. There 
are two main aspects of the gravest and 
highoBt importance under which it is 
spooially qualified to minister to Im- 
perial rcrjuirements. In the first place 
it provides a new, speedy and wholly 
unmenaced postal route entirely andor 
British management and control and tra- 
versing British territory from end to ond. 
At present tho mails to and from tlio Aus- 
tralian colonies aro carried ocrosa Europe 
and through tho Suez Canal. In the event 
of a Continental war tho route would obvi- 
ously bo either oxtromoly risky or no longer 
available, and the facility with which au 
onemy could ellectually block tho Suez 
Canal is a matter of universal notoriety. 
Under these circumstanoes the value of on 
alternative route that ia not liable to any of 
tho risks or dangera insepjrable from in- 
ternational coniplioatious does not need 
to be demonstrated. Moreover, by 
the agency of this now Pacific ser- 
vice and its British and Canailian 
connections, it will bo possible to deliver the 
Australian mails in Loudpn in twenty eight 



or thirty days, a rapidity of transit that ia 
rarely aurpasaed on the existing continental 
and Suez Oanal route. 

iSeeing how useful tKe new route ia to the 
Empire, Mr. Hogan expects that the Imper- 
ial Government will extend to it all the en- 
oouragcmont it needs to make it aa eSootive 
as circumstances will permit. There can be 
no doubt that it will do this, and that when 
the time oomea, it will do its part towards 
supplementing the steamship line by an 
ocean cablo. 



ANOTHER •'HABIT". 

This ia an age of " habits ". SVo sec tho 
whiskey habit, the opium habit, the cigar- 
ette habit, the chloral habit, tho pepper- 
mint habit, and dozens moro donouncod by 
those who consider them injurious, and now 
we see the " tea habit " denounced. The 
oup that cheers but not inebriates is to be 
regarded with suspicion, ivs it tends to tho 
formation of tho " tea habit," which, wo aro 
told, ia productive of evils whose name is 
legion. It ia tho London Hoapital which 
sounds the alarm. It says : 

" We are yielding with all tho weakueas 
of au inebriate to tliQ diseases of nerve and 
atoniuch which exces.'sivo tea drinking 
brings in its train. Wo drink 
more tea than our parents ; wo 
take it oftener, stronger and of 
coarser quality. The results are less 
obvious than those of alcoholic intoxicants; 
but not less serious; and in truth the time 
may not bo far distant wlien tbo oarneat dia- 
ciples of tho new temperuuco will plead 
with as with tears in their eyes : ' Give up 
this accursed tea and take to ooeoa or even to 
beer.' " 

Is there anything that we eat or drink 

that some one who claims to be an expert 
doea not condemn as iinwholesomo V There 
are earnest men and women who would take 
from us tho tender joint and the jniey steak, 
because they believe that flesh food in- 
jures us physically and morally. We have 
hoard vegetables denounced as coarse and 
indigestible, not fit for human beings to eat. 
Wine and strong drink are tabooed and now 
even the fragrant and innocent cup of tea ia 
denounced. We have, however, one com 
fort, and it is this : The critics of meat 
and drink do not agree among themselvcH 
What one set condemns as deadly another 
pronounces as harmless if used in modera- 
tion. What controversies thero are about 
alcohol and tobacco and opium, and how tho 
controversialists abuse and deride each 
other I It is easy to say that the use of tea 
ia harmful, bnt jhow are we to know that 
the disorder which the new set of tempet - 
ance people put down to toa drinking ia not 
caused by some article of diet or somo habit 
which the denouncer of tea allows and en- 
courages ? 

Have we not all aoen aged mon and 
women who have been tea-drinkers all their 
lives the very pictures -of hale and healthy 

old age ? These good aouls have lost their 
taato for moat kinds of food that thoy rel- 
ished when young, but the cup of toa is still 
enjoyed ond felt to be refreshing. Are tboy 
the victims of delusion V We don't think 
ao. The Chinese are the most inveterate 
tea drinkers in the world, and where will 
you find a people so healthy and ao hardy '! 
This prcjuilice againat the use of tea is, we 
aro satisfied, one of the many fads that 
people in these day. s cherish and aro proud 
of. " They aay that tea is a alow poison," 
said a lady over eighty years old, while 
sipping her Bohea. *' Perhaps it is, but I 
have found it to be a wonderfully slow 
one." 

THE ONTARIO PLEBISCITE. 

A good deal has been aaid about the 
majority for prohibition in Ontario. Bnt 
people aro easily deceived in that matter. 
The election returns do not tell the whole 
truth relative to the state of public opinion 
in that Province respecting prohibition. 
They do not even give the reader a fair idea 
aa to what the vote would probably be 
when the result will be something more 
practical and much more important than a 
moro expression of opinion or desire. 

In the first place women had tho privilege 
of voting when tbo plebisoile was 
taken. At an election for members of 
either tho Provincial or the Dominion 
Legislature women oannot vote. Then 
tho election returns do not show 
what proportion the votes polled for pro- 
hibition hove to the whole electoral vote. 
Tbia is, ua tho intelligent reader sees, a 
very importunt consideration. The major- 
ity for prohibition moy by tho returns ap- 
pear very largo when it is aotnally a very 
amoll minority of the whole vote. This is 
shown by the election returns of thirty-two 
oivio and county municipalities which have 
been analyzed. In the cities 20,110 ballots 
were cast for' prohibition, giving the pro- 
hibitionists a majority of the votes polled of 
5,513. But the total number of electors on 
the Hats of those cities ia 86,437. So the 
prohibition vote did nob amount to nearly 
one- third of the electorate. It ia easily seen 
that a vote which all told doea not number 
more than one-third of the electorate 
oannot be counted upon as expressing tho 
opinion of the majority. Tho whole vote 
polled for and against prohibition in tbo 
Ontario oitiea did not amount to much more 
than one-half the electors registered. The 
liata ahow that in thoao oitiea there are SH,- 
i^l electors. The whole vote polled was 
only 10,707. Tho vote polled in tho somo 
oonatituenciea at the Provincial election was 
over 00,000, or ten thousand moro. It is 
fair, too, to oonolude that the probibitlonista 
polled pretty nearly their full vote. The 
majority of those who did not think it 
worth their wliilo to go to tho polls or to 
vote on tho prohibition iseuo, would most 
likoly have voted againat prohibition. 

The vote for prohibition in ilftoen towna 
was 4,532 and the vote against 'it was 3,093 ; 
this makes 7,625 votes polled. Bnt the pos- 
ible vote waa 15,882, Here, again, the 
electors who voted for prohibition did not 
number one-third of the whole-— the per- 



centage ia '2S 5. It will bo observed that in 
the towna not one-half the electors on the 
liata polled their votes. 

Tho reader aoca how delusive are the bare 
figures of the plebiaoite. There was ap- 
parently, aa the election returns read, a 
large majority of the Ontario electors in 
favor of prohibition. But when the returns 
aro examined, that majority ia but a frac- 
tion of tho whole oleotorato. It is, there 
fore, a littlo roah to conclude from 
tho figures of the plebiaoite that a majority 
of the electors of Ontario are In favor of 
prohibition. It ia possible that at an olcc 
tion for nionibara of Parliament, in which 
prohibition was the chief issue, a majority 
would bo returned in ita favor, but thero is 
nothing in the figures we have examined to 
make a defeat at all improbable. 

To ecanre the enforcement of a profaibi 
tory law, moro than a mere majority in favor 
of tho principlo is required, lixperienoe 
has shown that if audi a low ia to be eHeo- 
tive, publio opinion must 'be on ita aide, 
Now, it ia well known that there are in 
every large oommunity thousands who can be 
persuaded to vote for a prohibitory law which 
when it ia enacted they will violate without 
scruple. 'L'lieao weak vesaola rcijuire 
good atilT public opinion on the aide of tho 
low and ita administrators to prevent their 
undoing by thoir practice what they hove 
helpedtodoby theirvotea. Itiavery remark 
able that in places in which the Scott Act 
was passed by large and apparently enthuai- 
aatic majorities, tbo sympathies of tho publio 
were with the violators of tho law ond 
againat those who insisted upon ita rigid 
eaforccinent. Then there ia a kind of 
gentle oooroion brought to bear upon electors 
during a prohibitionist campaign which is 
yicldt d to by many who have no idea of ob- 
ai:i \ inc; a pruliibitive law if ono is enacted 
Tbo figures we havo aildnced and tho facts 
that we have hinted at go to thow that it is 
not safe to form very aauguino hopes for 
the immediate success of prohibition on the 
result of the Ontario plebiscite.

McCallnni Pis- 
missed With Costs— Cases 
For To morrow. 



Au Interestiiig: Poiut ou au Inter- 
pleader Issne Taken by Vancouver 
Water Works Company.

Johnson v. MoCallum— This wua an ap- 
peal ariaint; out of the long-standing suit oF 
Gray againeti MoCallum, brought to do 
termine the right of ownership of eixteon- 
thirtieths of the Ophir Bedrock Flume Com- 
pany, which had been transferred by the 
Grays to McC.illum, the Grays, however, 
claiming that the transfer waa by way of 
mortgage only for securing six thousand dol- 
lars. Together with the shares, the Grays 
transferred the stock of goods at the mine. 
The original point in the case, as to whether 
the transaotion was a mortgage or an ab- 
solute sale, was determined in August, 
1891, before Mr. Justioo Drake and a jury, 
when a decision was rendered in favor of 
McCallum. A further point arising upon 
the trial was aa to whether the atorea at 
the mine, bought by McCallum, wore 
bought by him on hia own account 
or aa agent for the company. In 
the latter caae, the company would have 
to pay McCallum the price paid by him, ac 
cording to the ahares of the members. Mr, 
E. M. Johnson, one of tlio shareholders 
holding a one-tenth intercBt in the mine, 
contended that Capt. McCallum'a purchase 
waa on his own account solely, but upon 
further hearing of the caae Mr. Justice 
Drake decided that, whether originally pur 
cliaacd on hia own ucoouut or on behalf of 
the company, the latter had adopted the 
purohaae aa having been made for them by 
levying an asaeaament for the price of tlie 
Bame at a meeting of the company held on 
the '2Sth September, at which all the share- 
holders, including Johnson, were present, 
and no diaaent raiacd. 

The present appeal waa taken by Johnson 
from thia deciaiou, and waa heard yesterday 
before the court constituted aa above. The 
evidence waa fully gone into on both sidep 
with the result that their lordships held that 
Mr. Johnson had committed himself bv hia 
acquiescence, and waa therefore, l.able. 
The appeal woa aocrrJingly dian.issod with 
coata. Hon. Theodore Davie, Q. U., Attor 
ney-Gencral, appeared for the respondent 
MoCallum, and Hon. C. E. Pooley, Q. C, 
for appellant Johnson. 

Gabriel v. Member — A summooa was 
heard before Hon. Mr. Justice Watkem in 
ohambers yesterday to fix a day for a new 
trial, an order, for which was given some 
time after the original trial, in which judg 
ment was given for the plaintifT, Gabriel, 
for $3,000, as damages for iojuries received 
while in the plaintiff's employ, A new trial 
waa granted oa condition ihtt pla ntiff paid 
the costs of the first, which has not been 
done. The summons was, therefore, dis 
missed with costs. Mr. Ernest V. Kndwell 
for defendant, Hon. Attorney-General for 
plaintiff. 

Ward V. Vancouver Waterworks Co. 
Thia was an appeal from the judgment 
of Judge Spinks, sitting as a County Court 
Judge, to two Judges of the Supremo 
court. There were present Hia J^ordahip 
the Chief Justice and lion, Mr. Justice 
Walkem. The (iiieation arose out of aeon 
tract made by Jno. F. Ward eomo years ago 
for the laying of a water pipe across tho 
Narrows at Vancouver. Ward had a con 
tract to furnish a certain quality of pipe, 
and lay it so as to connect with the shore 
ends of tho Vancouver Waterworks com- 
pany'a pipe. The pipe laid by Ward was to 
i)e connected by Ward's flexible joints, and 
was to atand a certain test provided for in 
the contract. He was to be paid one,, half 
the contract price when the pipe reached 
Vancouver, and the remainder after the 
completion of the work and tho test pro- 
vided for. Ward purchased a quantity ot 
the pipe, and shipped it to tho order of tho 
Vancouver Waterworks company, where- 
upon the company paid him one-half the 
ooncraot price, and delivered the pipe to 
him cu proceed with the work. Before the 
oouipletion, Ward abandoned hia contract, 
and it was taken up by the company, who let 
another contract to McGillivray & Keefer. 
In the meantime some of Ward's creditors 
obtained judgment against him, Dunn & Co. , 
one of the execution creditors, issuing an 
execution under which the sheriff seized the 
pipe. An interpleader issue was then taken 
to decide whether under tho original con- 
tract tho property in the pipe passed to the 
Vancouver Waterworks compiny by reas- 
on of its shipment to them iu accordance 
with the contract, or whether it waa the in- 
tention of tho parties that tho property in 
the pipe should remain in Ward unfil the 
completion of tho work, in which event hia 
creditors would have the right to seize it 
under a writ of execution. 

Tho case haa been twice tried, and now 
came before the court hy way of appeal 
from Judge Spioke, who decided that the 
property in the pipe remained in Ward, 
and that therefore the aherilT had u right to 
seize and sell it under a writ of execution. 
Tiio water company appealed. Their lord- 
Ships, after hearing argument, took the case 
under consideration. Hon. Theodore Davie, 
Q C, appeared for the company, and Mr. 
Erneat Y. Bodwell for the execution crcd- 
itora. 

The Atternoy-General for Canada v. 
Hugbitt &, Mcfntyrc, and Varelman v. 
Phconix, are set for argument before tho 
divisional court to.morrow. 



IMPERIAL DEFEXCES. 

Au Australian Minister Urcfs the Increase of 
Naval Defences and tho C'onstrnctlon 
of tho I'aclflc Cable. 

loKDOK, Jan. 27.— Hon. Robert Reid, 
minister of defence for Victoria, arrived by 

the last steamer from Melbourne. He is 
authorizsd to press upon tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment tho necessity of increasing tho naval 
defences of tho Empire and tho importance 
of laying a cable which shall bo unicr Brit- 
ish control. Tho visit of Hon. Mr. tteid at 
this time, lends great weight to tho demand 
for aubaidics to steamships for cable projects. 
Mr. Roid, in speaking on tho subject of 
trade between Canada and Australia, ex- 
pressed himself as very hopeful of the rapid 
growth of commerce between the two col- 
onies. He will, after concluding his buai 
neaa here, proceed to Canada, and will at- 
tend the coming convention at Ottawa, 
having full authority to act for Victoria in 
establishing a reciprocal treaty with tho 
Dominion,,,,.

To THE Editor :— Alderman ' Wilson's

But there are some points in Mr. Wil- 
son's programme that need explanation and 
his constituenta on thia aide of tho water 
will bo pleased if he will enlighten them on 
tho following pointa : lat. I'tio coat of thd 
proposed sewerage works being in round 
numbora $60,000, is it proposed co assens 
tho whole city for the intercat and sinking 
fund ? 2ud. If tho work ia to bo carried 
out on tho frontage plan, what reason is 
there for limiting oporatious txj tbe business 
portion of tho city ? 

It is a mistake to Buppoao that soworago ic 
most necessary in the business cnntro, for, 
with tho exception of hotob and the like, 
nearly all business establishments are closed 
during 1-t hours of tho 24, while tho family 
home is in constant occupation. 

I think, Sir, tho time has come when 
energetic measures should be taken to deal 
with the sewerage of Jamea Bay district. 
Tho wroiched and, I might say, horrible 
sanitary arrangements now necessarily in 
vogue in thia otherwise desirable portion of 
tno city cost us more than would a 
complete system of sewerage, for which 
latter, I think, I am safe in saying 
we are ready and willing to pay. We are 
now uojustly taxed, on the old and antiqua- 
ted plan, for the sewerage luxuries of our 
fellow-citizens in the business centre. What 
interest, can you tell me, has tho Hotel 
Dallas in tho sewcrago of Johnson street ? 

We ought to resist by every moans in our 
power, even by an appeal to the courts, any 
trssh impositions of the kind under which 
we are now sufTeriog.

PoKT TowNSKNi), Jau. 27.— Tho steamer 
City of Topekn arrived to-day from South- 
oaatern Alaska and reports that U. S. Dis- 
trict Attorney Johnson, at Sitka, has re- 
ceived instructions from Washington city 
not to accept the voluntary surrender of the 
British steamer Coquitlam in lieu of the 
$50,000 bonds given as surety. The Coquit- 
lam, it is aaid, waa seized in June, 1S92, at 
Port Etches, Alaska, by the revenue cutter 
Corwin while receiving 6,000 seal skins from 
other foreign vesadls and was condemned by 
the District Court of Aiaaku and ordnred to 
be forfeited to tlio Governmont. The own- 
ers, who liad the veaaul released on bonds, 
bought to deliver her back to the autlioritiea 
and exonerate the bondamen. The Govern- 
ment, however, declined to ucecpc thia pro- 
position and will auo on I he bond.

Wilson opened with the announce- 
meut that liu was not interested in any 
mines or nuning country, but his object was 
simply to state what he know of what waa 
undoubtedly tho richest mining district in 
North America, with the prospect of be- 
coming the ricliest ia the world. He 
Jiad been R resident in the Kaalo-Slocan dis- 
trict for about eighteen months. Lying as 
it did in the heart of the Selkirks this 
csuntry was for a oinsido'table time sup- 
posed to bo inaecess ble, and it was not 
until the discovery of the Silver King and 
Toad Mountain mines that general atten- 
tion was attracted to it. There were two 
lines of communication, one from the north 
by tho Columbia river, and in a short time 
by tho completion of tho Nakusp & Slocan 
railroad and the railroad from Revel- 
stoko to the Ivootenay lake, there would bo 
direct comtnuiiication frniu the north at all 
eeaaona of the year. The other route waa 
from the south, by the Colundjia river and 
Kootenay lake aud Salmon arm, where con- 
nect; on ia made with tho Neleou & Fort 
rfheppard railway. There ia now direct 
conni, jnication by telegraph with all points. 
The acliona of ibe great railroad corpor- 
ations in pushing in there were evidence of 
the value of tho LOiinlry. The Weat 
Ivootenay ia eaaentially a ini/iirg region, 
though there aro strips or benches of level 
land which may bo utilized lor ranching 
purjjoaes. On tho Columbia aud on 
eomo of the other streama tliere 
were stretclies of level land. The 
Kootenay district, however, would have 
10 maiu'y di'pend upon outaide for supplies. 
He descrdjeil tho location of the present 
chief city— Nelson, back of which lies Toad 
mountain with the famous Silver King 
mine, as well as many other properties. 
The Silver King mine ran 400 or 500 ounces 
to the ton, and 38 per cent, of copper, and 
this mine alone would give support to a 
considerable town. Nelson, he was in- 
formed, bia now a population of 1,500 
Proceeding up Kootenay lake the next town 
ia Balfour, opposite which is Pilot Bay, 
where the Hendryx Smelting oompRny had 
been proceeding with tho ereoliou of a 
smeller, but though only a inontli'a work 
was recjuired to complete it, nothing had 
been done for more than a year, and he 
thought the location would have to be 
changed. Proceedini/ up the lake tho next 
town, on the opposite side, ia Ainawortb, 
whoae ndnea were conaidered excellent 
properties until the discovery of tho Kaslo- 
Slooan deposits. Twelve miles above Ains- 
worth, on the same side of tho lake, is 
Kaslo, at the mouth of ICaalo oreok. This 
place took its main start in September or 
October of 1S92, and ib now incorporated 
as a city, and beautifully laid out, The 
people of Kaalo inaugurated tho building of 
a wi'gon ro'/d to tho mines, and by private 
energy got ilio wagon road constructed to 
Wiiiuun, on lirar lake, and thus secured the 
trade from the mines. To ensure tho per- 
manent prosperity of tho place, he advo- 
cated the construction of the Kaalo-Slncan 
railroad. About twenty ndlcs up K lalo 
creek is Wataon, at tho Sunnnit, sonu) 1,- 
750 feet above Kaslo, which ia about the 
aanio above the sea level. Thirty miles 
from Kaalo by wagnjn road ia New Denver-, 
Kuslo creek, Hoar lake, Fish lake and Sea- 
ton and Carpenter creeks form a natural 
paaa to New Denver, At the aiiininit Three 
ForUa.ia the centre of tho nuning region. 
On the nort!-. fork is tho dry ore bidt, on the 
aoutb tho wot ore bolt, In the last, men- 
tioned tho principal developiiienl baa been 
made. Up the eouth fork of Carpenter 
creek aro tho principal mines of that region. 
In ono of theae, thn Slocan Star, alone there 
ia in sight to-day'$l, 000,000 worth of ore, 
and there is aa mrich in sight 
in the new drifts of tho Noble 
Five. In tho Washington mine, in 
Jane last, there wps found a 
ifolid mass of ore 76 feet long and averaging; 
53 inches ia thickness, and 356 tone of ore 
waa taken ont during the summer. The 
shipments from tho lead ore mines up to the 
lafeot January, had been 2.035 tons, and in 
three weeks tip to the 10th of , January, 



there had been shipped from Kaalo ore 
valued at !5H,'!,,S3G. Tho ownora of theao 
miuea are, as a rule, comparatively poor 
men, there being but little capital yet in 
tho region. Few sales had been mado to 
jompaniea with capital sullieient for dove- 
oi)nient. Tho W'aahington bad been 
worked more like a' mino than any other 
propoeilion, ond had been more fully deve- 
loped, having somu capital behind it, Tho 
beauty of moat of the prospects in tho 
Slociu waa that pay ore could bo n-.ined 
from tho graas roots down. Thoao 
located ao far had been moally 
on tho higher levels, discovered through 
auperlicial indications, but on tho lower 
levels where drifting would have to be 
done there had been little proapecting. 
Not one-tonth of tho ground had yet been 
gone over. Tho mines can bo worked at a 
good profit notwithstanding tho low price of 
silver. All tho trado of tho Slocan at 
present goes to tho States. Victoria and 
Vancouver had not sought much after that 
trade, tho basincoa men having overlooked 
their opportunity, and thoy would have to 
fight for it now, capGoially against Winni- 
peg, which had made strenuous endeavors 
for tho grocery and for tho butter and egg 
trade. Spokane would remain an active 
conipotitor in certain lines, Hour for in- 
stance, and fruits. It behooved Canada to 
{"nform herself as to what was contained in 
the Kootenay country. 

Tlie chairman proposed a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Wilson, which J. B. Lovell sooonded, 
and the meeting dispersed at 10.20. 

MINING IN KASLO. 

A Continuous Output With Coiisldflniljlo Ship- 
ments to the Smelter— rublic 
Ueotlng. 

Kaslo, B.C., Jan. 27.— There has been 
great autivity in all tho mines during the 
p.iat week, tho mine ownera being deter- 
mined to make tho baat of the preaent good 
condition of tho sleigh road and got 
aa much ore as possible shipped before 
apring. It is estimated that the gross 
amount of ore mined in thia sectipn for the 
month of January will foot up over 1,500 
tone, of the value of S225.000. About 800 
tons of oro have bebii stored hero during the 
present month. Mr, Dav(mpi)rt, of the Dar- 
danelles, has bought a iive-cighths interest 
in the Emerald Hill claim, near Ten Mile 
house, for §1,000, Thern are now four ore 
buyers in town from the United Slates. 

Tho Northern Belle mine is at preaent 
opcnirig up very well, and thry are non- 
shipping '_'.')() tons from it, about twenty men 
being employed. Tho mine haa been lately 
stocked for $'2,")0,(lOO. Bob Jackson, the 
diHoovcror has been paid up, tho bond was 
S l.'j 000, and beaiilen thai ho baa done all tho 
work on the mine for twelve months, ao 
that he had about .550,000 coming to him. 

The other claims now working in tho 
.Jaokaon baain aro the Lueliv Boy and tho 
.Vlumeda ; the showinga aro very encour- 
aging. About 000 tons of ore have come 
down from the Washington on Lano Gil- 
liam'a contract, most of which 'hrs been 
aliipped to the smelter. There are fifty livo 
men working at this mine. 

On Thuraday evening a public meeting 
was held in Mahony'a hall, Kaslo, and re- 
solutions were adopted to memorialize the 
Government for additional representation in 
l-'arliament, also to appoint a County court 
judge and to make West Kootenay a 
Suprtmo court district. Complaint was 
made of the wretched mail service; letters 
from Oatario often take eighteen doys to 
reach Kaalo.
